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PATHOLOGISTS ON TRIAL 
The key rOie of the pathologist in modem 
medicine may not be widely u nderstood by 
the general pu blic. The pu blic mu st be 
keenly aware, howev er, that the patholo­ 
gical testa performed in medical laborator­ 
ies are ex pensiv e. 
This lend* particu lar interest to the Ju s­ 
tice Department’s antitru st su it contending 
that the College of American Pathologists 
has conspired to rig fees and to pu t ou t 
of bu siness those laboratories not owned 
by its members. The gov ernment say s that 
in consequ ence the charges for u rinaly ses, 
blood cou nts and other pathological ser­ 
v ices are fix ed “at artificially high lev els.” 
It also maintains that this has u nneces­ 
sarily raised the cost of hospital and medi­ 
cal insu rance. 
These are seriou s charges which merit, 
and now will hav e, a fu ll hearing in the 
cou rts. No preju dgment is warranted. 
Bu t neither was Oliv er J. Neibel Jr., 
ex ecu tiv e director of the College of Patholo­ 
gists, warranted in describing the su it as 
“the first step in a campaign of harass­ 
ment” of the medical profession. He bases 
this conclu sion on the timing of the su it, 
which was filed on the heels of the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association’s annu al sessions 
and ju st as Medicare went into effect. That 
is flimsy ev idence on which to base an as­ 
sertion that the gov ernment is ou t to harass 
the medical profession. 
The profession wou ld be better adv ised 
to offer its fu ll cooperation in getting to 
the bottom of the Ju stice Department’s 
charges. For these charges gainst the Col­ 
lege of Pathologists call into qu estion the 
degree to which the profession is honoring 
its self-imposed code on medical ethics. If 
the code has not been widely v iolated that 
will be brou ght ou t in the trial. If there 
has been a widespread conspiracy for many 
y ears, as Ju stice contends, it is high time 
for a crackdown.

TROUBLE W ITH OUR WORDS 
We are hav ing terrible trou ble with ou r word*. 
There’s this phrase “black power," which has 
prov oked 
a 
storm 
of 
m isu nderstanding 
that 
threatens to w reck the whole civ il rights rrv av e- 
ment. The trou ble is th at it seems to m ake no dis­ 
tinction between different kinds of power. Ita 
economic and political faces seem hopelessly con­ 
fu sed. 
Economic power, honestly 
pu rsu ed and 
honestl> 
earned, can bring a m iiu rity ethnic 
grou p u p in the world, and when this happen* the 
political power that grows ou t of economic su c­ 
cess is u su ally ex ercised tem perately and scares 
no one. The self-su fficient Irish, the Jews, the 
Italians, the Poles, who often v ote as blocs, are 
adept* at the art of compromise. Bu t when the 
new leaders of the Congress of Racial Equ ality 
and the Stu dent Non-Violent Coordinating Com­ 
m ittee began talking abou t fighting for "black 
power," 
tney 
left 
some of 
the 
older 
Negro 
leaders—for ex ample the Rev , Dr. M artin Lu ther 
King and Roy W ilkins- w ith the distinct im pres­ 
sion that they were thinking abou t something 
that is appropriate to the partisan or gu errilla 
m entality of resistance bands in an u nderde­ 
v eloped colonial cou ntry . “Black power," in thia 
sense, wou ld connote the u se of force to seize 
economic power from an old-fashioned ex ploiting 
class. 
It it were not for the separatist and anti-w hite 
ov ertones that go with the "black power" mov e­ 
ment, this colu m nist wou ld actu ally be all for it. 
When Jimmy Brown, the famou s fu llback of the 
Clev eland Browns, spoke of organizing Negro 
capital to finance Negro bu sinesses, and let it be 
known that he wou ld welcome Black Mu slim par­ 
ticipation in the necessary hanking operations, he 
was criticized for it. Yet the only real hope for 
any m inority is to bu ild its economic power. This 
is w hat Negroes su ch as my friend George Schu y ler 
hav e been try ing for y ears to tell the leaders of 
the civ il rights mov ement. Once there is a big 
Negro middle class, with its own shops, credit 
u nions, au tomobile agencies, real estate projects 
and w hat-not, a shared political power will almost 
au tom atically follow in places where the Negro 
v ote is ponderable enou gh to get it. Bu t when 
"black power” is taken to mean an attem pt by 
one-tenth of the total American popu lation to 
impose its will on the other nine-tenths, then it 
risks a w hite backlash th at wou ld hav e all the 
force of v astly su perior nu m bers and w ealth on 
its side. 
The Jim m y Brown-George Schu y ler approach 
is the best approach, y et there's no sense in ig­ 
noring the difficu lties that stand in the w*y of 
its su ccess. Dr. Thomas M atthew 's stru ggle to 
raise the capital for his Interfaith Hospital in 
the New York City borou gh of Qu eens giv es dra­ 
m atic ev idence that the Negro is frequ ently con-

fronted with the need for pay ing w hat m ight be 
called colonial-cou ntry interest rates. Long nefore 
the cu rrent civ il rights mov ement, Negroes in 
Harlem tried to establish their own grocery stores 
only to discov er that they cou ldn't get credit 
from the same sou rces th at were willing to su p- 
C 
rt w hite m arkets. So, when a Negro boy in H ar 
n say s the whites “feel that colored people 
can’t control their own stores and things," the 
statem ent is qu ite u nderstandable. W hite hy po­ 
crisy is now pay ing the penalty for its sins of 
other day s. 
The past, howev er, is the past. If bloodshed is 
to be av oided in the fu tu re, the u se of su ch slo­ 
gans as “black power” mu st giv e way to clear 
analy sis of different kinds of power. The fear that 
political power will be u sed to seize the economic 
su bstance of people who hav e legitim ately earned 
It prov oked the apartheid mov ement in Sou th 
Africa, and it is cu rrently to blame for the im­ 
passe in Rhodesia. Blown u p by the menacing 
gestu res of a mov ement that seems anti-white, 
su ch a fear cou ld d i infinite damage to the con­ 
tinu ed progress of civ il rights in America.

FEWER SHUN CHURCH 
The statistics of chu rch membership and 
attendance are not v ery solid grou nd on 
which to base conclu sions abou t a people’s 
depth of religiou s feeling. Too many fac­ 
tors other than faith and belief are in­ 
v olv ed. 
It is interesting, nev ertheless, to find 
that according to a generally reliable poll 
the percentage of Americans who attend 
chu rch has risen somewhat in recent 
y ears. This tends to u ndermine the rather 
common ju dgment that Americans are be­ 
coming less and less a chu rch-going people, 
and that there is a consequ ent decline in 
ou r national morality . 
If there is a decline in morality , it does 
not necessarily reflect a falling-away from 
the chu rches. This might seem a fair con­ 
clu sion, at any rate, to be drawn from the 
chu rch attendance pattern shown in the 
poll referred to. 
The poll indicates that 33 per cent of 
Protestants do not go to chu rch. The com­ 
parable figu re for Catholics was 13 per 
cent, and for Jews 39 per cent. These 
figu res compare with the following per­ 
centages in a poll 14 y ears ago: 32 per 
cent non-attendance among Protestants, 18 
per cent among Catholics, 56 per cent 
among Jews. Thu s here is a small ov er-all 
decline in the percentage of Americans 
who stay away from chu rch. 
One cannot make too mu ch of that. Still, 
the figu res do contradict the notion that 
more and more Americans hav e giv en u p 
chu rch attendance.

Tu mor Growth Rate 
No Malignancy Sign

doctor tries to find ou t is w hether it is benign or 
m alignant. 
In general, benign tu mors, which in­ 
clu de cy sts or hollow’ tu m ors filled with flu id and 
solid tu mors, feel spongy or ru bbery . 
M alignant 
tu mors, which inclu de all forms of cancer, hav e 
a stony hardness. 
The rate of growth of a tu m or rarely helps to 
place it in the benign or m alignant class bu t, al­ 
thou gh a benign tu m or may attain a great size, 
it nev er ex tends bey ond the tissu e capsu le that 
separates it from other organs. 
A m alignant 
tu m or, on the other hand, ev en when it is still 
qu ite small may be fou nd on microscopic ex am i­ 
nation to hav e inv aded the tissu e of an organ ad­ 
jacent to the one in which it started. T hat is one 
reason y ou r doctor likes to take a small piece 
(biopsy specimen) for microscopic stu dy . 
Another reason for a biopsy is that a trained 
pathologist can often differentiate between the 
cells in a benign tu m or which look like normal 
cells of the affected organ and m alignant cells 
which are abnorm al ev en for the organ of their 
origin. 
Cancers hav e another u nfortu nate ch aracter­ 
istic—they m etastasize. 
By that we mean th at 
a few’ cancer cells may break awav from the orig­ 
inal or prim ary tu mor, enter the blood or ly mph 
stream and come to rest in a remote part of the 
body where they proceed to form one or more sec 
ondary m alignant tu mors. 
T hat is why so often 
when a cancer is remov ed there is a recu rrence 
within a few m onths or a few y ears. 
Only when y ou r doctor is su re of the natu re 
of a tu m or can he adv ise w hether an operation is 
necessary and w hether or not it shou ld be done 
withou t delay . 
Q— Cou ld a 12-y ear-old boy react to penicillin 
by hav ing a conv u lsion? 
He had no fev er, rash 
or other sy mptoms. 
A—The ty pical penicillin reaction is charac­ 
terized by a rash which may be followed by blis­ 
ters and peeling of the skin, fev er ant. deliriu m 
bu t not conv u lsions. 
There is. of cou rse, a wide 
v ariation in the sev erity of the reactions depend­ 
ing on the am ou nt of the dru g giv en, history of a 
prev iou s reaction and personal sensitiv ity . 
You r 
son shou ld hav e an electroencephalogram and 
other tests to determ ine the cau se of his conv u l­ 
sion. 
Q—Wou ld taking a dou che each month after 
my m enstru al period cau se a miscai riage or m ake 
me sterile? 
A—No, hu t doctors now 
discou rage 
rou tine 
dou ching. 
Natu re does a better job of feminine 
hy giene u naided.

low statu s in the pu blic polls. 
For weeks there hav e been ac­ 
cou nts of congressmen remov ing 
Johson’s pictu re from their cam ­ 
paign literatu re or 
shov ing 
it 
deep inside. 
Many are said to 
hav e 
pray ed 
qu ietly 
that 
he 
wou ld not try to campaign for 
them, ev en thou gh a fair propor­ 
tion of these are first-term ers 
who rode in on his ample 
1 9 64 
coattails. 
In one of the strongest ou t­ 
bu rsts of contem pt and disgu st 
this 
reporter 
has 
ev er 
heard 
from any politician speaking of 
fellow party members, a v eteran 
Democrat said: 
“Those gu y * (the first-term ers) 
are riding a leaky boat. I hope 
they lose.” 
The same gov ernor went on to 
say that the President is almost 
su re to rise su bstantially in the 
polls and that the congressmen 
who presently are deserting him 
for fear of being hau led down to 
defeat will then look ex trem ely 
foolish. 
Ev en as he was u ttering this 
comment, the state poll in Cali­ 
fornia show's an improv ement of 
sev eral points in the President’s 
poll statu s since his decision to 
bomb oil storage facilities close 
to Hanoi and Haiphong in North 
Viet Nam. 
Another Dem ocratic gov ernor 
was almost equ ally contemptu ou s 
of w hat he sees as the fickleness 
of freshmen congressmen tu rning 
on the President who got them 
elected in the first place. A good 
many others shared these senti­ 
ments. 
Perv ading their reactions, of 


cou rse, is the attitu de that the 
w ar is taking a fairly optimistic 
tu rn and th at the President 
is 
su re to benefit from kindlier pu b­ 
lic ju dgm ents of her perform ance 
as this u ptu rn is realized. 
Bu t the m atter does not end 
there. The angry gov ernor who 
said he hoped the “ou t-and-ru n” 
congressmen wou ld lose asserted 
his conv iction th at the President 
m erited wide su pport on the w ar 
issu e 
from 
Dem ocratic 
office­ 
holders throu gh thick and thin. 
It is this Dem ocrat’s v iew that 
those 
officeholders 
w'ho 
think 
the President’s Viet Nam poli­ 
cies are correct shou ld ignore 
the decline in his popu larity and 
go to bat for him. regardless of 
the 
political 
consequ ences 
to 
themselv es. 
More than a few observ ers at 
the N ational Gov ernors Confer­ 
ence hav e wondered why 
the 
gov ernors 
seem 
to ex hibit 
so 
mu ch more spu nk than some con­ 
gressmen in the m atter of stand­ 
ing with the President. 
One gov egnor'a aide su ggested 
th a t 
gov ernors 
generally 
are 
more accu stomed to being on the 
political firing line and thu s tend 
natu rally to be nerv ier. 


More than that, it can be con­ 
tended that as compared to the 
av erage congressman their su p­ 
port is more broadly based in 
their home states and they are 
therefore mu ch less v u lnerable. 
Many lawm akers win by narrow 
m arigns in highly limited dis­ 
tricts. 
They are skittish at the 
first sign of trou ble, especially 
when they are new to office. 
Yet 
there 
is 
also 
ev idence, 
draw n from their comments, th at 
gov ernors feel a pecu liar bond 
with any president, not simply 
with Ly ndon B. Johnson. Thou gh 
their sphere of power is far 
sm aller than his. the gov ernors 
and the president are "chief ex ­ 
ecu tiv es u nder the skin.” 
They hav e a natu ral sy m pathy 
for any fellow chief ex ecu tiv e 
u nder attack or su ffering deser­ 
tions among his backers. 
Some 
clearly believ e, too, that in their 
positions of su bstantial and high­ 


ly v isible au thority they hav e a 
positiv e 
du ty 
to 
su pport 
the 
President of the United States. 
As mu ch as some feel disgu st 
for the congressmen who do not 
share their holdneas, the Demo­ 
cratic gov ernors do not ex pect 
the President to v isit any sort 
of telling 
rev enge 
u pon these 
lawm akers. Johnson needs their 
v otes in su pport of fu tu re pro­ 
grams. He knows it—and so do 
the congressmen now tu rning his 
pictu re to the wall. 
Bu t the gov ernors obv iou sly 
wou ld not blame the President if 
he lost all capacity to warm u p 
to these men and hereafter tre a t­ 
ed them with the cold contem pt 
shown for them in many Demo­ 
cratic qu arters at this confer­ 
ence.

There are three police offi­ 
cial*—one of them a N egro— 
and fou r civ ilian* on the board. 
Motiv ation Inv olv ed 
The real trou ble is not in the 
composition of the board itself 
bu t rath er in the m otiv ation of 
the may or, who felt he had to 
appoint 
representativ es 
from 
m inority and civ il-rights grou ps 
in order to satisfy pu blic opinion. 
This is not a nov el form u la, 
thou gh the principle is hardly 
one of which gov ernm ent—fed­ 
eral, 
cou nty or 
city —can 
be 
prou d. For presu m bably when 
legal m atters are u nder consid­ 
eration, ju dges or mem bers of 
qu asi-ju dicial boards shou ld be 
chosen not on the basis of their 
preconceptions or political be­ 
liefs or preju dices bu t on the 
ability or ju dicial capacity they 
m ay possess. 
Ev en, 
howev er, 
in 
appoint­ 
m ents to the Su prem e C ou rt of 
the 
United 
States, 
presidents 
hav e hav e often felt that, for 
political reasons they had 
to 
select ju stices of one religion 
or another so as to balance the 
membership. Any inference th at 
a choice has been made on the 
basis of 
ideology 
or 
political 
philosophy has repeatedly been 
minimized. B u t the tru th is that 
th . ju dges of the highest cou rt 
in the land are picked today from 
among those who hav e shown 
by 
their prev iou sly 
ex pressed 
attitu des th at they represent a 
particu lar point of v iew. 
In esablishing a board to re­ 
v iew allegations of "bru tality ,” 
ev ery city is u p against a pre­ 
conceiv ed notion that the police 
commissioner 
himself will 
al 
way s ru le on the side of the po­ 
lice. The concept of a disinter­ 
ested board is, therefore, u nder­ 
standable. Bu t when it comes to 
selecting members, the qu estion 
is w hether the pu blic interest is 
serv ed when any consideration is 
giv en w eight ex cept ability and 
hones t-mindedne*. 


Do Yo u Rememb er 


It is dou btfu l also w hether 
any racial or religiou s 
grou p 
will be satisfied witn ju st a mi­ 
nority 
representation 
on 
any 
board. To m eet su ch objections, 
theoretically at least, it wou ld be 
necessary to appoint to 
a civ il- 
ian board sev en Pu erto Ricans 
or sev en Negroes, as the case 
may be. 
Can’t Be Im partial 
There is no way by which a 
civ ilian board can past im par­ 
tially on all cases if political 
or social preju dices are to be re­ 
garded as requ iring special a t­ 
tention. Perhaps the only way 
ou t is to appoint a new board 
ev ery time a controv ersy arises 
inv olv ing a certain race or color 
or nationality or religion. 
In the long ru n, civ ilian rev iew 
boards may do m ore harm than 
good. 
The 
policemen 
them ­ 
selv es may be hesitant to take 
effectiv e m eaau res 
in qu elling 
disorders. 
Many 
policemen 
do 
not w ant to be placed u nder 
charges and requ ired to stand 
trial as if they themselv es were 
criminals. 
The m ete fact th at the m ay or 
of a large city feels that he 
cannot adm inister ju sice w ith­ 
ou t catering to special grou ps is 
a disappointing trend in Am eri­ 
can gov ernm ental life. Only in 
ex trem e cases where the ev i­ 
dence is clear-cu t is ju stice likely 
to be obtained. W here there is 
dou bt abou t facts the mem bers 
of a civ ilian board m ight-be in­ 
clined to v ote their preju dices 
against a policeman accu sed of 
wrongdoing. 
The 
controlling, 
consideration will be sentim ental 
or emotional. 
Demands for civ ilian boards 
to rev iew charges of ‘police bru ­ 
tality ’ hav e raised controv ersies 
in Chicago and Philadelphia and 
other m ajor cities. New York 
City ’s ex perience will be w atched 
with acu te interest throu ghou t 
the cou ntry .

"It’s not just the growing con­ 
ditions," said a New York pro­ 
duce wholesaler. "You have to 
sell the produce 
quickly.

The airline strike has added 
to the problem, cutting the sup­ 
plies of strawberries and cher­ 
ry tomatoes

Lobster lovers are suffering, 
too. 
Shipments

New England to the Southwest, 
South and Midwest have been 
curtailed sharply. 
The air strike is causing some 
disruptions in shipment patterns 
that may help some areas and 
hurt others.

VISTA Volunteer 
Fights Poverty 
In Harlem Area 


EDITORS NOTE: Judy Lew 
is grew up in the clean comfort 
of White Plains. N.Y., and Coral 
Gables. Fla. Today, she lives in 
a small apartment in East Har­ 
lem, 
a 
heavily 
Puerto Rican 
section of crumbling tenements 
and littered streets. She is there 
as a VISTA volunteer — a do­ 
mestic peace corpeman — and 
she spends her day serving resi­ 
dents who want the community 
to be a better place in which to 
live.

- Judy 
Lewis, pretty, brunette and 24, 
stood in the kitchen doorway of 
the East Harlem apartment and 
frowned at the young mother of 
three. 
"Olga,” she said. 
" I ’ll help 
you any way I can, but I'm not 
going to motivate you." 
Olga exhibited the shy embar­ 
rassment 
of 
someone 
being 
chided for an unfulfilled prom­ 
ise. "I want to go down to talk 
to Jimmy, but I guess I need a 
push," she said. 
And after 10 minutes more of 
discussion. ‘Olga said, laughing­ 
ly; "Okay, okay, I got the idea. 
I’ll go down and see Jim m y." 
Judy 
left, 
admitting 
aside 
that, yes, maybe she had meant 
to motivate Olga. 
But even then she couldn’t be 
certain that Olga would do as 
she had promised — see the fel­ 
low tenant about setting up a

Judy Lewis, a graduate of the

rarely can be sure that she is 
being effective in precipitating 
action.

Judy is one of about 2,300 VIS­ 
TA volunteers working through­ 
out the country — in ghettoes. in 
hospital 
clinics, 
settlement 
houses, with migrant workers, 
with Indian tribal councils — 
trying 
to 
help 
citizens 
help 
themselves. 
VISTA, an arm of the nation’s 
war on poverty, stands for Vol­ 
unteers in Service to America. 
The volunteers have come to be 
known as domestic peace corps- 
men. 
About 104 of them serve in 
New. York. Judy and 10 others 
work with an antipoverty pro­ 
gram she considers unique — 
Block Communities, Inc. 
David Borden, its 30-year-old 
founder, 
served as a training 
officer for the Peace Corps in 
Puerto Rico and moved to Span­ 
ish Harlem four years ago. 
A native of Colorado and a 
father of four, 
Borden works 
with a philosophy he feels is 
simple — encourage the poor to 
take action on what they consid­ 
er to be their problems, but nev­ 
er take the action for them. 
While the philosophy may be 
simple, 
its application is not.
